What  Cooperation  Has  Done 

Duarte  Chapel.  After  the  hurricane  of  1930 
our  hospital  conducted  weekly  clinics  in 
this  section.  A  group  of  people  became  in¬ 
terested.  Regular  services  were  started.  They 
began  buying  a  lot  on  which  they  constructed 
a  frame  building  from  odds  and  ends  salvaged 
from  the  hurricane.  It  served  until  this  year 
when  it  was  torn  down  because  of  its  im¬ 
paired  condition  and  this  modest  but  attrac¬ 
tive  little  chapel  was  erected.  It  seats  125 
people.  The  local  congregation  provided  the 
material  and  labor  for  its  construction. 

Rev.  Miguel  Limardo  and  Family.  Rev. 
Limardo  serves  as  pastor  of  our  First  Church 
in  the  capitol  city.  His  mid-week  Bible  study 
group  now  numbers  a  hundred.  It  is  having 
a  marked  effect  upon  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
Church.  This  new  spiritual  power  has  made 
the  church  a  center  where  men  find  forgive¬ 
ness  and  God.  Its  success  has  given  strength 
and  prestige  to  the  Evangelical  movement  in 
the  rural  areas. 


Young  People.  These  young  men  are  ac¬ 
tive  in  the  various  organizations  of  the 
Church.  Dr.  Luis  Manon  in  the  front  row 
left  is  X-ray  specialist.  He  formerly  served 
as  assistant  choir  director.  In  the  rear  center, 
partly  hidden,  stands  Alfonso  Lopez,  second 
assistant.  He  is  reliable  and  always  ready  to 
help  out.  One  of  the  young  men  is  from 
Puerto  Rico,  the  son  of  a  Baptist  pastor.  He 
came  to  Santo  Domingo  to  study  medicine 
in  the  Dominican  University. 

Evangelism  by  Radio.  One  of  the  outstand¬ 
ing  features  of  First  Church  is  its  music. 
The  choir  numbering  thirty-two  voices  broad¬ 
casts  each  Thursday  evening.  In  nine  years 
they  missed  but  five  broadcasts  due  to 
government  regulations  which  closed  all 
radio  stations.  Time  8:00  p.m.,  C.W.T.;  Sta¬ 
tion  Hin  6.2  on  49  Meter  band.  These  broad¬ 
casts  are  heard  in  the  United  States,  Mexico, 
Central  American  States  and  northern  South 
America.  Rev.  Diego  Escobar,  pastor  of  the 
La  Romana  Church  was  converted  as  a  result 
of  one  of  these  radio  programs  which  he 
heard  while  living  in  Venezuela. 


Worship.  The  beautiful  auditorium  and  altar 
create  an  atmosphere  for  worship.  The 
church  choir,  fully  gowned,  occupies  the  ros¬ 
trum.  Six  organized  choirs  carry  on  in  other 
churches  of  the  mission.  Some  of  the  present 
members  were  little  folk  in  the  primary 
department  when  First  Church  choir  was 
organized.  Recently  the  second  child  of  the 
first  soloist  was  consecrated.  Music  has  been 
made  a  prominent  feature  in  the  services  and 
has  helped  greatly  in  spreading  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  message. 

Christian  Literature.  The  new  book  store 
which  was  erected  recently  adjoins  the 
church.  Behind  the  sales-room  is  a  large  read¬ 
ing  room  where  an  average  of  thirty  students 
come  daily  to  study  from  text  books  borrowed 
from  our  loan  library.  Sometimes  there  are 
so  many  students  in  the  well  kept  patio  be¬ 
yond  the  reading  room  that  it  looks  like  a 
school  campus.  The  annual  sale  of  books 
totals  more  than  $20,000.  This  department  is 
proving  to  be  one  of  our  best  evangelizing 
agencies. 


A  Brief  History  of  the  Work  j  jg 

The  work  was  slarled  twenly-lhree  years  ago  by  three  denominational  boards  pool¬ 
ing  their  resources.  Today  there  are  five  missionaries  (two  under  appointment)  on 
the  staff  and  the  following  church  organizations:  organized  churches  10,  other 
preaching  places  14,  ordained  pastors  5,  other  workers  11,  church  members  1,088, 
Sunday  Schools  27,  enrollment  1,660,  day  schools  1,  enrollment  40,  hospital  1,  beds  75. 

One  of  the  immediate  claims  upon  the  board  is  support  for  a  family  for  evange¬ 
listic  work.  The  growth  of  the  churches  and  the  opportunities  for  expanding  our 
services  are  far  beyond  the  ability  of  the  present  staff  to  meet.  An  assistant  to  the 
supervising  nurse  is  also  needed.  Our  rapidly  growing  village  churches  need  more 
adequate  and  appropriate  places  of  worship.  Temporary  buildings  formerly  used 
no  longer  meet  the  purpose.  The  very  success  of  the  work  has  made  new  and  larger 
demands  on  the  board.  We  present  here  a  few  items  representing  immediate  needs.
